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Triple Diplomatic 


RETALIATION 
PROMISED TO 
INTERVENTION

LAKE SUCCESS, Nov. 13.—UP) 


—The United Nations mounted 
a 


three-pronged diplomatic offensive 
today, seeking to neutralize Com- 
munist China and to prevent the 
Korean campaign from exploding 
into World War III. 


On the eve of the 
departure 


from Peiping of a Red delegation 
to 
the 
Security Cojuncil, diplo- 
mats moved swiftly to keep the 
•war localized. 


Warning Included. 


The basic strategy was to reas- 


sure Chinese Communist 
leaders 
that UN forces had no designs on 
their territory, 
would not inter- 


fere with Chnia's supply of elec- 
tric power 
from 
North 
Korean 
dams and would build a united, 
democratic, 
independent 
Korea 


which 
would present 
no threat 


to China. 
This was combined with a clear 
warning, however, that continued 
Red Chinese intervention in Ko- 
rea would lead to drastic action. 


As though to point up these ef- 


forts, a spokesman at Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's Tokyo headquarters an- 
nounced that the current Allied 
push toward the Yalu river is 
just a "limited offensive." 


Face-Saving Offered. 


Informed observers here consid- 


ered this indicated that the UN 
military command also was tread- 
Ing gingerly, hoping to win a de- 
cisive victory over the North Ko- 
reans while giving the Chinese an 
opportunity *" withdraw with a 
minimu.n los^ of face. 
The UN's strategy was applied 


in these three directions: 
1. Australia's James Plimsoll, a 


member of the seven-nation .Ko- 
rean commission, . flew to Korea 
to hp availabt j, .•»{£h.- other • cota- 
inission members, In case Peiping 
•wanted to negotiate a border set- 
tlement. 


There was no indication that 


the Chinese Reds had made any 
approaches, in this direction, but 
Plimsoll's flight was regarded here 
as further evidence of UN deter- 
mination to leave no door unclos-

Britain Expected 
To Reject Soviet 
Plans For Reich 


LONDON, Nov. 13—UP)—Foreign 


Secretary Bevin said today a Rus- 
sian plan to end the armed occupa- 
tion of Germany is "unacceptable." 


Bevln hinted stronghly that Brit- 


ain will therefore reject a Russian 
bid for a Big Four meeting to dis- 
cuss the removal of troops and the 
unification 
of Germany under a 


single government as proposed at 
Prague recently by Russia and her 
east European satellites. 
Bevin told the House of Commons: 
"In the opinion of the 
British 


government, .the Prague communi- 
que does not. afford an adequate 
basis for dealing with these great 
problems. 


"It 
consists of proposals 
that 


have been made before—and have 
been shown to be unacceptable to 
the other occupying powers and, In 
addition, to the German people. 


"Moreover, 
despite 
representa- 


tions addressed to It by the western 
powers on this subject last 
May, 


the Soviet government has so far 
refused to disband the large 
and 


heavily armed quais-mllitary orga- 
nization which has been created in 
eastern Germany. 


"These and other violations 
of 


the Potsdam agreement by the So- 
viet government suggest that dis- 
cussions designed to secure the car- 
rying out of the agreement could 
have little purpose x x."

for President Truman's foreign ec- 
onomic recommendations 
to 
the 


new congress next year. 
, 
Global Survey 


The chief executive made public 


a global survey of economic pro- 
spects and American aid in the 
light of the Communist threat and 
the Western rearmament program. 
The survev calls for far-reaching 
developments in American policy 
to provide help running into bil- 
lions of dollars over the next few 
years—perhaps 
$8,000,000,000 
or 


more. 


Truman released the report, pre- 


pared by Former Secretary of the 
Armv Gordon Grav as a document 
deserving "the attention and study" 
of the American people. But ad- 
ministration officials said there is 
no doubt that its main recommen- 
dations will largely shape the Pres- 
ident's foreign economic proposal 
in his State of the Union message 
to congress in "January. 


This will pose squarely the issue 


of how long and how much the 
United States wants to give or lend 
freindlv nations to help them re- 
arm and strengthen their political 
and 
economic 
life 
against 
the 
threat of Communism. 


Rough Time Ahead 


The administration had hard sled- 


ding getting funds from the pres- 
ent congress to finance the third 
year of the Marshall plan for West- 
ern European recovery. There Is 
every indication that It will have 
a rougher time1 with the new con- 
gress in obtaining approval for an 
extension of help to Europe b«r- 
yond the scheduled end of the 
Marshall plan on June 30, 1952.

value in the economy than in the 
military forces, he said. 


He said men taken from

higher age bracket should be those 
who have not served before, and 
those not essential to industry or 
agriculture.

The little girl was grog- 
gy from a dose of sleeping medicine 
and chilled from exposure to the 9- 
degree temperature, but otherwise 
unharmed.

ransom notes and a 25-callber pis- 
tol In the woman's pockets,

Stamm's ranch estate in the wooded 
outskirts of Santa Fe. 


Dr. Campbell, who has a four- 


year-old adopted son, Rufus, said 
she was beset with debts and un- 
paid bills and worried about 
her 


elderly parents, both injured in an 
auto crash last month, and hospi- 
talized at San Antonio, Texas. 


She was formally charged 
with 


kidnaping Sunday night and held 


under $25,000 bond. If convicted, 
she would face from five years In 
prison to death in the electric chair 
under New Mexico's severe kidnap- 
ing law. 


Mother TJnsymphetlc 


Linda's mother. 32-year-old Mrs. 


Allen Stamm, was shocked to find 
the admitted kidnaper was thesame 
respected women's specialist who 
had delivered her second son, Craig 
Stamm, just two years ago. 


But after her 30-hour ordeal she 
had little sympathy for Dr. Camp- 
bell. 


"I hop'e she will never be

The government slashed the non-^ 
military use of aluminum todav by 
about 35 per cent starting in Jan i- 
ary.William H. Harrison, adminis- 
trator of the National Production 
Authority announced the order at 
a news conference.

the order "very likely" will cause 
some unemployment In particular 
factories but he would expect that 
industry would have some oppor- 
tunity to prepare before January 
and use some substitutes for alum- 
inum.

analysis this order docs not take 
aluminum away from non-military 
uses. More than 30 per cent of the 
supply is directly needed for the 
present defense program, includ- 
ing stockpiles, he said, "and this 
order simply distributes the avail- 
able supply to all non-military us- 
ers In accord with the pattern of 
use earlier in the year.

Atlantic Pact 
Deputies Seeking 
Reich Decision

LONDON, Nov. 13.—UP)— Atlan- 


tic Pact deputies called today for a 
definite decision by Christmas on 
how Western Germany is to be 
brought into the western European 
defense system. 


Three Big Problems. 


The deputies, 
opening sessions 


here, faced three big problems: 


1. To allay French fears that the 


use of Germans in a combined Ar- 
my would provide the basis for a 
future independent German army; 
1. To try to salvage parts of 


French Premier Rene Pleven's plan 
for west European defense; 


3. Exactly what contribution thu 


Germans should make toward that 
defense.French Plan Opposed. 


Opposed by many of the deputies, 


the French plan calls for organiza- 
tion of a supra-national European 
defense council to control the com- 
bined west European army, use of 
German troops only In small units 
and the pooling of war industries. 


The United States and Britain 


do not want-to delay, raising of the

Night Action Better Than Text Book Holds Possible— 
U. S. Battalion Defeats Red Column Attempting Ambush 


(Editors Note: Portions 
of the 


following battle story were relat- 
ed by Tom Lambert Nov. 1. Hal 
Boyle's story gives additional de- 
tails of a dramatic night action 
that, in the words of an officer, 
was "better than the book.")

WITH U. S. 24TH DIVISION, 


Korea, Nov. 13.—UP)—Without the 
death of a single American soldier, 
a U. S. battalion trailed a retreat- 
ing enemy column by the sound of 
its clanking track treads and de- 
stroyed it in a three-hour night 
battle fought at point-blank range. 


It was a dramatic cowboy and 


Indian type chase in darkness and 
moonlight fought on the 
escape 


road to Manchuria. 


Beds Try Ambush. 


After being pursued 13 miles the 


fleeing Red column of seven tanks 
and 500 North Korean Infantrymen 
turned and tried an Indian ambush 


They employed small arms fire 


which two veteran officers said was 
"the heaviest we have seen in two 


.wars." But the Americans defeat 
ed it by throwing their own artil 
lery and mortars into action in 
record time. 
And dawn revealed 


this box score: 
Reds—Five tanks destroyed and 


the other two missing. Fifty dead 
infantrymen, at least 100 estimated 
wounded, and the rest 
dispersed 


and running. 


No Americans Killed. 


The Americans—24 men wouna 


ed, none seriously, and none kill- 
ed.The battle—one of the 
larger 


night actions of the Korean com- 
paign—took place Oct. 31. The 24the 
division's 21st regiment was on a 
break-through drive that took it 
within 14 air miles of the Manchu- 
rian border before it was ordered 
back after the appearance of Chi 
nesc Communist troops on its right 


The story of the Hallowe'en en- 


gagement—the enemy produced ev- 
erything but witches on broom- 
sticks—was told for the first time- 
today by a group of battalion offi 
cers relaxing on cots in an aban- 
doned Korean peasant home. 


A wintry wind seeped throught 


cracks in the yellow clay walls as 
they talked. 


"We passed through Changju just 


at dark," said Lt. Col. Glnes Pe- 
rez, battalion commander, of San 
Antonio, Texas. 
"The British had 


just taken the town but houses 
on both sides of the road were 
burning. 
And the enemy on the 


hills were still mortaring It." 


Hoar Tank Rumble. 


As the two and a half mile long 


battalion 
column drove through 


flaming Changju It heard the rum- 
ble of withdrawing North Korean 
tanks. 


The American column set out in 


Half the doughboys rode 
in the freezing night on the tanks 
and artillery vehicles and the other 
half walked.

those on foot climbed on the ve- 
hicles and the others got off and 
welkcd.

Those who hoped for an 


upset of the Republican Par 
ty leadership after the fal 
elections can now dismiss 
the idea from their minds 
The heads of the 1948 tick- 
et, beaten then in one of the 
biggest surprises of Ameri- 
can politics, retained 
their 


jobs as state governors by 
top-heavy victories, Thomas 
E. Dewey in New York and 
Earl Warren in California. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft (Mr. 
Republican) won in Ohio, a 
result which has a special 
significance for politicians 
who have been courting the

labor bosses. 


The big labor organizations 
put all their weight against 
Taft, yet his majority was 
the biggest he ever polled.

The late entrance of Chi- 


na 
into the Korean war 


leaves little room for ques- 
tion that the Communist rul- 
ers in Peiping, with what- 
ever reluctance, in the end 
are folio wing the instruc- 
tions received from Moscow. 
As protection for the hydro- 
electric plants along the Ya- 
lu River it makes no sense; 
the 
plants thereby 
were 


placed in greater rather 
than less peril. Less logic is 
found in explaining it as a 
pressure move against the 
United Nations, to force ad- 
mittance of Red China and 
expulsion of the 
National- 


ists. The move made it more 
difficult for any nation ex- 
cept Russia to take the side 
of the Chinese Reds. 


Here a link is found be- 


tween the Korea move and 
the invasion of Tibet. The 
Tibetan enterprise was a di- 
rect affront to India, which 
was Red China's most prom- 
ising friend in the family of 
nations, aside from Russia. 
That, like the Korea inter- 
vention, was calculated 
to 


drive away any non-Com- 
munist nations which might 
be inclined to support the 
Pieping government - inter- 
national councils. It had al- 
ready been plain that Mos- 
cow wished to be Peiping's 
only friend; it begins to be' 
plain that Peiping is willing 
that it be so. 


How 
can 
the 
Chinese 


Communist leaders be so de- 
luded, 
be 
so completely 


wrong in their estimate of 
the world situation? It is as 
hard to understand. Com- 
munists have an utter confi- 
dence in the ultimate con- 
version of the world to Com- 
munism, yet paradoxically 
they believe that no gain or 
concession is to be obtained 
from non - Communists ex- 
cept by force, intimidation or 
trickery. Only on the basis 
of this principle is it possible 
to make any rational expla- 
nation of the Chinese action 
in Korea.

Seven 
enemy tanks had turned in an 
ambush. And they were supported 
by 600 enemy infantrymen in thf- 
hills. 


Stephens, who has been through 


ambushes before, hit the ditch with 
his battalion staff and they crawled 
and ran back to their radio jeeps 
to direct the fight.

Kcal Textbook Battle. 
It turned out to be a battle for 


textbooks on night combat. 


"As soon as they hit we started 
hitting them," said Perez. "The tel- 
ephone wires were singing like 
harps overhead' as the bullets hit 
them. 
We fired flash for flash. 
"Their lead tank was only 300 
yards away. And every time a tank 
fired it was like a big orange ball 
coming our way. They made sev- 
eral hits on our tanks—but they 
all bounced off." 


Within 10 minutes the American 
mortars were in position and fir- 
ing. 
Within 34 minutes the artil- 
lery at the end of the column pull- 
ed back of Kwaksan, got into place

Health Official 
Denies Hazards 
In Turkey Eating 


AUSTIN, 
Nov. 11— UP}—"Go 
ahead and eat that turkey; 
It's 
not going to make you sick." 
State Health Officer George W. 


Cox gave that answer toady when 
asked about a recent scientific re- 
port that a virus disease had been 
transmitted 
from 
turkeys 
to a 
number of workers who processed 
the birds.Report By Irons. 


The report was made by Dr. J. V. 


Irons, the state health department's 
director of laboratories, at a recent 
meeting of the American Public 
Health Association in St. Louis. 


He revealed that several workers 


in a turkey processing plant at 
Giddings developed virus 
pneu- 


monia after handling turkeys in- 
fected with psittacosis. 
The dis- 


ease in a virus infection. 


The incident happened two years 


ago.Dr. Cox said newspaper accounts 
about Dr. Irons' scientific paper 
apparently has caused undue alarm. 


"The only danger is in handling 


the turkey—or any other fowl for 
that matter—particularly in clean- 
Ing- out their insides," the state 
health officer said. 


Cleanliness Urged. 
He advised workers in poultry 


processing plants to wash their 
hands thoroughly with soap and 
water after handling birds. Those 
who gut the birds should wear rub- 
ber gloves as an extra precaution. 
The same advice applies for house- 
wives, he added. 


"But there's absolutely no danger 


in eating a turkey," Dr. Cox re- 
peated. "I'm eating one today, and 
I'm going to eat another one for 
Thanksgiving or Christmas."
